It was the immortal Alexander Pope 
who, in hi* incomparable Essay on 
Man, said: 
’’Msn n*-v**r is. but alway* to be blessed". 
So I find in tho newspaper business 
success is never achieved, but is al­ 
ways in the making. 
A definition of what constitutes suc­ 
cess in tho newspaper business would 
doubtless have to be varied to suit 
each individual’s idea of what success 
is. 
We all have our ideals. 
The near­ 
er we approach our ideal in any under­ 
taking, the nearer are 
we to tho 
achievement, 
of success. 
Hence, 
it 
must follow, also, that to achieve real 
success this ideal m ust ue a correct 
one. 
My ideal of a country 
newspaper 
thai is making a success is one that is 
thoroughly covering it- local field. 
To 
achieve success in thu-, it is necessary 
that a success be made of several other 
things connected with tie* conduct of a 
imper. 
By covering the field, we mean 


yourself in the other fellow's place, 
and if there is aught in the story that 
will bring sorrow or shame to an inno 
coted you 
cent one cut it out. 
When this rule 
becomes universal, the yellow’ journal 
and the salacious newspaper will hap­ 
pily become things of the past, and 
newspapers will have achieved that 
noble success of having educated the 
public mind up to the point where, in­ 
stead of reveling in scandal and human 
depravities, it will heed nnd appreciate ■ other things possible, 
the Apostle’s splendid advice: 
"W hatsoever thing are true, whnt 
soever things are honest, whatsoever 
things are just. whatsoever things an 
pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, 
whatsoever things are of good report; 
if there be any virtue, and if there be 
any praise, think on these things,” 
This should be the country newsps 
lier'ss creed, tile ideal to winch the edi­ 
tor aspires to climb and to draw as tai 
a.*- may be Iii-- readers with him. 
However, 
the mer** telling of 
th* 
that the paper should, first of all, give ' m'Ws* 
though 
accurately, pleasingly 
all oi the news of it,-- locality that is tit 
to print While it i.-, news and in an a t­ 
tractive and pleasing m anner. 
With 
the low price of large daily and sem i­ 
weekly papers now, we presume th at 
country new spapers 
have 
virtually 
abandoned the idea of supplying the de­ 
mand for a general new spaper and 
have done well when they have covered 
their own territory in th*- capacity of a 
specialist in this line. 
The gathering 
of the news of his locality will n atu r­ 
ally bring the new spaper man into 
contact with ail classes arui conditions 
of society and bring into his purview 
every phase of human interest. 
Here 
he mu3t exercise the utm ost discretion. 
On the one side is his duty to those 
who buy his paper to give them th* 
news; on tile other is the feelings and 
interests of those affected by tile trans­ 
action that demand consideration and 
respect. 
Davy Crockett said, "Be sure 
you are right, then go ahead.” 
Brave 
old David never ran a newspaper or he 
would have learned that it is not the 
courage to go ahead that most of us 
need as much as the cunning to know 
when we are right. 
I can think of no 
better w'ay of making this point clear 
and laying down a correct rule of action 
to guith one along this line than to 
relate here a little story of human in­ 
terest and experience. 
There was a young man received a 
message that his motlier, heaven’s first 
and best gift to man, lay dying in a 
distant state. 
Those who have never 
lived for years in daily dread of this 
message, can not realize the shock 
it gives one when at last it arrives, 
in 
his grief, and fear that he might reach 
his mother too late, he rushed off with­ 
out considering his route or making 
adequate preparations for the trip. 
At 
last, much worn with long travel and 
chafed by the seeming interminable 
ami lagging roll of the wheels, he finds 
himself on the wrong route, his money 
gone and a ticket that subjected him 
to a thirteen-hours’ delay unless some­ 
thing could be done.

The tender-hearted railroad 
man—and the roughest are ever the 
te n d e re st-heard the story. 
And, tak­ 
ing the young man s hand in his own, 
he said:

with the company. ” This man ^ g en er­ 
ous service put the young man at his 
destination just in time for one more 
last, sad, longing farewell look at his 
m other’s face betore the clods closed 
over it forever.
